Only 822 men and women of the 
3320 registered in the three wards 
had exercised their franchise preroga­ 
tive at 1:80 o’clock, and indications 
were that livre would be little activi­ 
ty at the polls during the afternoon. 
Activity was at a minimum at the 
three polling places here during the 
forenoon, with few workers ami haul­ 
ers in evident*?. 
The two local can­ 
didates for the state legislature, G. 
K. Thompson. Republican, and 
Ed­ 
ward L. W’eikert, 
Democrat, 
were 
busying 
themselves at the 
voting 
places. 
Worker* seemed more plentiful and 
busier at the Third

Death 
of 
Gen. 
Middleeoff.—Gen. 
David Middlecoff, formerly a citizen 
of this borough, died at his residence 
near Shippensburg on Tuesday last. 
He was born near Conewago Chapel 
in the year 1794. 
His childhood and 
many of the years of his natural life 
were spent 
in 
Cashtown 
and 
its 
neighborhood. 
His name appears in 
the list of the oldest citizens of Get­ 
tysburg, furnished to the Star and 
Sentinel last spring by Hon. J. K. 
Longwell. In the war of 1812 he was 
a member of the volunteer company 
from Gettysburg that participated in 
the defence of Baltimore. In 1829 he 
was elected a member of the lower 
branch 
of 
the 
State 
Legislature. 
From 1833 to 1836 he represented 
York and Adams counties in the State 
Senate, and participated prominently 
in the proceedings of that body. 
It 
was largely 
through his exertions, 
both on the floor of the Senate, and as 
a member of the Senate’s committee 
on Education, in connection with the 
efforts of Hon. Thaddeus Stevens in 
the Hou.se that the state appropria­ 
tion to Pennsylvania College was se­ 
cured. 
For some years he was clerk 
to the Senate. 
He at one time was 
Major General of the militia of York 
and Adams counties. 
In 1854, he re­ 
moved from Gettysburg to Franklin 
county. During the late war, he com­ 
manded a company of cavalry, that 
was several times called to the field 
during emergencies. 
His only child 
is the wife of Dr. Robert Horner, of 
this borough.
